Industries  and  Social  Conditions. 

As  contemplated  in  my  previous  report  the  industrial  position  in  the 
neighbouring  industrial  districts  is  improving,  more  particularly  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Ebbw  Vale,  in  connection  with  the  New  Strip  Mill  which 
is  being  established  by  Messrs.  Richard  Thomas  & Co.  Many  of  our  work- 
ing men  have  already  been  engaged  by  constructional  firms,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  many  more  will  find  permanent  employment  when  the  Strip  Mill  is  in 
full  working  order.  Apart  from  the  foregoing,  the  social  and  industrial 
conditions  of  this  area  have  not  varied  to  any  great  extent  from  previous 
years. 

Social  Services. 

Praiseworthy  endeavours  are  being  made  by  various  social  services  to 
organise  Welfare  Centres,  Occupational  Centres  and  Boys’  Clubs  in  the 
Parish  of  Llanelly.  The  latter  parish  includes  over  one-half  of  the 
population  of  the  district  and  is  industrial  in  character,  coal-mining  and 
quarrying  being  the  chief  occupation  of  the  people.  Therefore  it  is  in  this 
parish  unemployment  is  the  most  pronounced.

Isolation  Hospital. 

Land  has  been  acquired  and  plans  prepared  for  an  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  joint  use  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County,  and  it  is 
believed  that  no  further  obstacles  will  have  to  be  overcome  to  further 
delay  such  a much  needed  institution. 

Apart  from  the  foregoing,  the  Council  have  no  control  over  any 
hospital,  but  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  Scarlet  Fever 
patients  (when  necessary)  admitted  to  the  Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  year  1937  was  perplexing  in  consequence  of  the  drought  affect- 
ing springs  in  the  higher  levels  of  Llanelly  Parish. 

Many  of  these  supplies  either  failed  or  were  intermittent.  Conse- 
quently it  was  found  necessary  in  this  year  as  in  previous  years  for  the 
Council  to  engage  haulage  contractors  to  deliver  water  to  the  areas  in 
which  the  water  supply  had  failed.  For  some  months  was  this  procedure 
necessary  in  the  Waenavon  area  of  Llanelly  Hill  and  the  Twynwenallt 
area  of  Gilwern.  It  was  also  necessary  for  a number  of  weeks  to  haul 
water  to  the  Church  Road  area  of  Clydach.  Below  are  given  particulars 
of  the  areas  served,  periods  during  which  hauled,  and  the  expenses 
incurred.

The  necessity  for  hauling  did  not  arise  in  any  other  parts  of  the 
district.  Nevertheless  constant  supervision  and  adjustment  of  valves  was 
almost  a daily  practise  in  order  to  secure  a fair  distribution  of  the  supplies. 

Handbills  and  circular  letters  were  distributed  warning  the  people 
against  the  mis-use  or  waste  of  water  during  the  period  of  drought. 

New  sources  of  supply  have  been,  and  are  being,  acquired  in  various 
parts  of  the  district. 

Schemes  have  been  carried  out  and  others  are  under  consideration. 

Mains  have  been  extended  in  different  parts  of  the  district. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis.  Reports  of  same  are  shown  elsewhere.  The  policy  of  connecting 
houses  direct  to  the  water  service  followed  by  the  abolition  of  roadside 
public  standpipes  is  being  pursued. 
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Summary  of  Chief  Schemes,  Extensions,  Alterations 
and  Improvements. 

Llangenny  Lane  Extension , Crickhowell. 

To  facilitate  the  erection  of  dwelling-houses  at  Llangenny  Lane, 
Crickhowell,  the  water  main  was  extended  in  2 inch  cast  iron  pipe  from 
Grcenhill.  Since  then  eleven  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  main. 

Major  Cox,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  when  making  investigations 
into  another  matter  in  the  district,  also  made  notes  of  all  parts  of  the 
Crickhowell  Rural  District  which  were  experiencing  drought. 

Llangynidr  Extensions. 

Applications  were  received  from  the  residents  along  Sardis  Road, 
Llangynidr,  for  the  extension  of  the  main  along  this  road.  Investigations 
into  the  number  of  consumers  and  the  length  of  the  main  necessary  were 
made.  Owing  to  similar  demands  in  other  parts  of  Llangynidr  Parish  and 
a possibility  of  the  whole  of  the  schemes  being  overhauled  the  matter  is 
still  in  abeyance. 

Llanbedr. 

It  has  been  reported  many  times  that  the  privately  controlled  scheme 
at  Llanbedr  Village  was  not  satisfactory.  During  the  year  this  scheme 
was  handed  over  to  the  Council  to  be  controlled  by  them.  The  existing 
old  one  inch  main  was  replaced  by  a 2 inch  pipe.  The  spring  has  been 
properly  harnessed  and  protected.  The  storage  tank  has  been  enlarged 
and  made  impervious,  and  a new  bypass  and  wash-out  arrangements 
installed  and  every  house  connected  to  the  main. 

Hillside,  Llangattock. 

A new  water  system  has  been  laid  to  supply  the  residents  of  the 
Hillside.  The  Ffynnon  Ifan  spring  harnessed,  a new  storage  tank  con- 
structed and  a 2 inch  galvanised  iron  main  with  necessary  valves,  by-pass 
and  wash-out  provided. 

It  was  found  inadvisable  to  harness  the  Kiln  spring  due  to  its  low 
yield  of  water.  Therefore  a provision  was  made  at  the  storage  tank  for 
householders  near  the  Kiln  spring  to  obtain  water  at  this  point,  but  the 
conveyance  of  same  by  jacks  or  other  utensils  to  the  higher  levels  is 
unavoidable. 

In  connection  with  the  Ffynnon  Ifan  springs  compensation  supply 
had  to  be  laid  to  Ty'r  Phillip. 

Private  Supply,  Llangattock. 

Obviously  it  is  impossible  for  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  contemplate 
providing  water  for  every  isolated  house  or  farm.  Therefore  when  such 
demands  arise  it  has  been  possible  to  prevail  upon  owners,  where  springs 
are  available  to  carry  out  private  self  contained  schemes.  In  the  latter 
connection  this  has  been  done  to  Llaswern  Farm,  Hillside  where  a new 
storage  tank  of  1,100  gallons  capacity  and  450  feet  of  service  pipe  were 
provided. 
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Bwlch  Replacement  and  Extension. 


271  feet  of  1 inch  galvanised  iron  pipe  extended  from  a cul-de-sac 
(brought  about  by  partial  abandonment  of  the  old  main)  has  been  replaced 
by  a 2 inch  main  service.  These  replacements  and  extensions  have  pro- 
vided for  two  new  connections  and  also  makes  provision  for  further 
connections. 


Also  88  feet  of  service  has  been  replaced  through  a garden  on  the 
Old  Road  It  was  necessary  to  replace  them  because  of  their  being  old 
and  defective. 


Extension  down  Old  Road,  Bwlch. 

Following  applications  from  persons  living  along  the  Old  Road, 
Bwlch,  the  necessary  extensions  have  been  investigated.  Some  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  with  an  owner  of  some  of  the  houses.  When  this 
difficulty  has  been  overcome  I see  no  objection  to  the  extension  being 
carried  out. 

Glangrwyney. 

Loss  of  pressure  in  the  water  supply  was  experienced  at  the  village 
spout.  The  supply  was  inspected  and  various  repairs  carried  out.  The 
pipes  are  very  old  and  most  probably  corroded.  The  main  should  be  relaid 
and  carried  such  that  each  house  be  connected.  A better  arrangement 
* would  be  to  consider  an  entirely  new  scheme  for  supplying  the  village  of 
Glangrwney  and  connecting  up  every  house  in  the  village.  This  would 
necessitate  the  provision  of  a storage  tank  at  a sufficiently  high  level  above 
the  existing  spring  to  enable  a gravity  supply  to  operate.  The  latter  could 
only  be  done  by  the  installation  of  a means  of  raising  the  water  from  the 
spring  which  is  at  a low  level.  For  the  latter  purpose  a pump,  hydram  or 
water-wheel  would  have  to  be  provided. 

Gellifelen  Rank. 

The  water  main  was  extended  at  Gellifelen  rank. 


Cwmnantgam  Well. 

Repairs  have  been  carried  out  on  the  Cwmnantgam  well.  A new 
door  and  frame  has  been  fixed. 


Draen  Spring,  Gilwern. 

Following  a notice  of  motion  it  was  decided  to  reconstruct  the  Draen 
Tank.  This  scheme  has  not  been  proceeded  with. 

Troedyrhiw  Tank,  Clydach. 

The  Troedyrhiw  tank  has  been  reconstructed  and  enlarged.  New 
springs  have  been  harnessed. 

Clydach  Main  Road  Tank. 

The  covers  have  been  renewed  following  damage  done  by  stones  be- 
ing rolled  down  the  mountain  side. 

Southcott's  Well,  Blaengelly. 

The  water  which  was  obtained  from  this  source  was  open  to  pollu- 
tion. The  spring  has  been  protected  and  a new  pipe  line  laid  and  a storage 
tank  constructed. 
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NewBridge , Gilwern. 

With  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge  at  Gilwern  it  was  found 
necessary  to  lower  the  Back  Road.  By  doing  this  the  cast  iron  main  was 
exposed.  In  order  that  the  houses  on  the  Common  should  be  supplied,  a 
temporary  service  was  laid.  The  cast  iron  main  down  the  Back  Road  was 
defective  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  replace  it. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  main  on  the  Common  should  also  be 
renewed. 


General.

Opinion. 

This  water  could  very  simply  be  softened  by  the  Permutit  process. 
Its  bacteriological  condition  is  very  bad.  If  from  a spring  or  well  the 
water  should  be  a good  one  as  it  comes  from  the  ground.  The  pollution 
must  be  due  to  surface  water  subsequently  gaining  access.  It  should  be 
possible  to  trace  and  remove  this.

Proposed  Sewerage  Schemes. 

Sewerage  schemes  have  been  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Com- 
missioner for  Special  Areas  as  follow  : — 

(a)  Improvements  in  the  Crickhowell  Town  Sewerage  System. 

(b)  New  sewerage  and  closet  conversion  schemes  for  the  village  of 

Llangattock. 

(c)  New  combined  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Crickhowell  to  deal  with 

the  sewage  of  Crickhowell  and  Llangattock  in  connection  with  the 

foregoing. 

(d)  New  sewerage,  sewage  disposal  works  and  conversion  schemes  at 

Gil  wern. 

Surveys  have  been  carried  out,  plans  and  estimates  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Commissioner  and  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Negotiations 
are  proceeding  for  the  necessary  land  for  the  Sewage  Works.  Conferences 
and  discussions  are  still  proceeding  with  a view  to  expediting  these  matters. 

In  the  meantime  sanction  was  obtained  from  the  Commissioner  to 
extend  the  public  sewer  along  Llangenny  Lane,  Crickhowell,  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  new  houses.  This  scheme  is  to  rank  for  a similar 
percentage  of  grant  as  will  eventually  be  granted  in  respect  of  the  larger 
scheme. 

The  position  so  far  as  the  provision  of  a sewerage  scheme  for 
Clydach,  Blackrock,  and  Llanelly  Hill  is  still  very  nebulous. 


Geliy  Drain. 

A small  drainage  system  was  installed  at  this  village  for  slop  water 
purposes.  This  scheme  so  far  as  it  goes  has  abated  a serious  nuisance  and 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  householders.  However  an  extension  would 
bring  further  benefits  to  this  village. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Although  some  of  the  agricultural  parishes  have  no  scavenging 
systems,  the  district,  generally  speaking  is  well  scavenged. 

Eight  separate  contracts  operate  for  house  to  house  collection.  In 
two  parishes  three  times  weekly,  and  in  another  twice  weekly.  Included 
in  the  above  is  a collection  of  night  soil  once  weekly  in  Llangattock  and 
emptying  of  privies,  pails  and  cesspools  in  the  latter  parish. 

A demand  exists  for  an  extension  of  these  arrangements  to  other 
parishes. 

A scheme  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Llangynidr  Parish 
Council  for  the  scavenging  of  Llangynidr.  Alternative  schemes  were 
submitted.  Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  for  a suitable  tipping  site, 
and  it  is  probable  that  one  of  these  schemes  will  be  adopted  in  the  near 
future.

Street  Lighting. 

Crickhowell  is  the  only  parish  in  the  district  in  which  street  lighting 
obtains,  and  this  has  been  done  by  means  of  gas.  The  Gas  Works  are 
owned  by  a private  company,  and  have  been  in  existence  for  many  years. 
The  plant  is  very  old  and  there  have  been  frequent  complaints  of  street 
lamps  failing  to  function. 

As  the  Electric  Power  Co.  have  mains  at  Crickhowell,  they  were 
invited  together  with  the  Gas  Co.  to  tender  for  3 and  5 years  respectively. 
The  tender  was  given  to  the  Gas  Company.  The  Electric  Power  Co.  mains 
have  been  extended  to  Gilwern  in  the  Parish  of  Llanelly. 

Plans  have  also  been  submitted  by  the  Electric  Power  Co.  to  extend 
their  mains  from  Crickhowell  to  Brecon  passing  Tretower  and  Bwlch. 
Extensions  are  also  being  made  to  the  village  of  Llangattock. 

There  is  a strong  public  demand  for  street  lighting  at  Gilwern  where 
the  mains  exist,  and  in  due  course  there  will  probably  be  a demand  from 
the  village  of  Llangattock. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  given  consideration  to  the  Ministry  of 
Transport’s  Departmental  Committee  Final  Report  on  Street  Lighting 
If  the  recommendations  made  therein  are  adopted  the  method  of  street 
lighting  will  be  revolutionised  and  cost  of  same  considerably  increased. 
However  grants  are  obtainable  thereunder.

Housing  Act,  1936. 

This  department  has  been  criticised  for  its  delay  in  enforcing  the  Act 
of  1936,  but  the  Council  will  know  the  difficulties  which  exist  in  a distressed 
area  such  as  this.  However,  a definite  step  was  taken  in  1937  to  deal  with 
houses  which  are  unfit  and  cannot  be  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  cost. 

I presented  my  Official  Representations  in  respect  of  33  houses  to  be 
dealt  with  under  Section  25 — Clearance  Areas,  and  one  under  Section  11  — 
Individual  Unfit  House. 

On  December  14th,  1937,  a Local  Public  Inquiry  was  held  to  consider 
the  33  houses  scheduled  in  the  Clearance  Areas.  The  case  was  presented 
by  the  Clerk,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Sanitary  Inspector  on  behalf 
of  the  Council.  The  owners  presented  their  objections  themselves,  or  by 
agents,  or  by  solicitors  and  architects.  The  hearing  was  presided  over  by 
A.  Archer-Betham,  Esq.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

All  of  the  foregoing  houses  are  in  the  Parish  of  Crickhowell  and  does 
not  necessarily  include  all  houses  which  should  be  dealt  with  under  the  Act, 
in  this  parish  in  particular  or  the  district  in  general. 

Overcrowding  Provisions. 

The  inspection  of  houses  under  the  overcrowding  provisions  has  now 
been  practically  completed.  A detailed  result  shown  elsewhere,  does  not 
indicate  any  serious  overcrowding. 

Circulars  were  posted  to  agents  and  owners  indicating  the  chief 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  with  special  reference  to  entries  on 
rent  books,  also  inviting  such  owners  to  apply  to  this  office  for  such 
particulars  regarding  the  property.  The  response  was  not  as  anticipated.

C — Amended  plan  of  No.  96. 

Restriction  of  Ribbon  Development  Act,  1935. 

The  operation  of  this  Act  is  a serious  handicap  to  the  erection  of 
dwelling-houses  by  private  enterprise  in  this  district.  The  Act  should 
certainly  be  amended  in  the  light  of  the  result  of  its  arbitrary  administra- 
tion by  highway  authorities  in  areas  such  as  this.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  table  that  the  analysis  are  as  applied 
to  graded  milks.  Although  that  is  the  case  it  is  my  opinion  all  ungraded 
milks  should  attain  this  standard.  The  producers  were  notified  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  analysis  of  the  sample  of  the  milk  obtained  from  them,  and 
warned  where  necessary. 

Extracts  from  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Registers.

There  are  no  producers  of  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk  licenced  in 
this  district.  There  are  no  persons  in  this  district  who  hold  a licence  to 
sell  pasteurised  or  to  pasteurise  milk. 

Much  of  the  milk  produced  in  this  district  is  sold  in  neighbouring 
industrial  areas,  and  following  information  from  the  Medical  Officers 
of  health  in  those  areas,  investigations  have  been  carried  out,  and  necess- 
ary action  taken  in  cases  of  unsatisfactory  samples. 

Samples  of  milk  for  examination  for  Tubcrculi  Bacilli  are  taken  by 
the  County  Veterinary  Surgeon. 
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Sample  taken  by  this  Council  are  for  examination  as  to  clfJminess 
of  the  milk. 

The  granting  of  Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936,  is  carried  out  by  the  Breconshire  County  Council.  There  is 
harmonious  co-operation  between  this  department  and  the  County  Veterin- 
ary Officer  regarding  the  : — 

ta)  condition  of  milking  cows. 

(b)  condition  and  construction  of  cowsheds. 

(c)  production  of  clean  milk. 

(d)  sampling  of  milk.

I am  satisfied  that  the  butchers  in  this  area  purchase  good  quality 
animals,  as  their  trade  is  generally  a family  trade  and  animals,  slaughtered 
are  almost  exclusively  reared  by  local  farmers.  I do  not  think  these 
butchers  would  foist  upon  the  public  inferior  meat  and  should  any  butcher 
try  to  do  so  the  people  living  in  a rural  area  would  quickly  resent  same  as 
they  are  not  without  knowledge  of  good  prime  meat. 

If  it  were  necessary  to  inspect  every  carcase  and  organ  of  every 
animal  slaughtered  in  a rural  area  such  as  this  the  public  health  staff 
would  have  to  be  increased. 


Occasional  Slaughter. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  occasional  slaughter  as  in  previous  re- 
ports. 

Adulteration  of  Food. 

This  Council  is  not  an  authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adultera- 
tion) Act,  1928.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  administered  by  the 
Breconshire  County  Council. 


Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Apart  from  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  no  other  action 
taken.  For  results  thereof,  see  previous  list  of  milk  samples. 


Nutrition. 

Apart  from  the  supply  of  milk  by  the  Breconshire  County  Council 
(Education  Authority)  to  the  various  Schools,  no  action  has  been  taken  by 
this  Council. 

Shellfish  ( Molluscan ). 

There  are  no  shellfish  beds  or  layings  in  this  district. 
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SECTION  F. 


There  was  no  epidemic  during  the  year  1937,  of  any  notifiable  in- 
fectious diseases.  It  was  found  necessary  in  a few  cases  to  send  to  the 
Lister  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine  swabs  of  suspected  diphtheria 
patients.  In  all  cases  however  it  was  found  that  Diptheria  Bacillus  was 
not  present. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  appended  table  that  two  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  admitted  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  (Monmouth  Isolation 
Hospital).  Isolation  was  essential  in  these  cases  owing  to  the  peculiar 
conditions  arising  in  the  home.  All  other  notified  infectious  disease 
patients  were  nursed  at  home.  The  conditions  of  such  nursing  were  in- 
vestigated and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  that  certain 
schools  in  the  district  should  be  closed  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  measles.
